'Hie oommunist ^emment in Hanoi wants to 
force a coalition adrmnistratiqn on Saigon and the 
United States is equally determined that the gov¬ 
ernment of South Vietnam will be selected by free 
elections. 

ft sounds like an over-aimpiification, peiiiape. 
But it is certainly a key issue. It is the sort of 
eh lemma impoakble to lasolve u^ithout H^at each 
side would oonsider a betrayal at principles. 

But in the meantime the slaughter goes on. 
With all lospoct for the viewpoint erf “nie 
Washington Post, and the Pentagon Papers not¬ 
withstanding, it has been the generally accepted 
and oarerfuhy nourished theoi'y that the United 
States' intervention in Vietnam was a direct result 
of communist ambitions to dominate Southeast 
Asia. There is no denying the fact, for inetanoe, 
that China-n^ned guerrtUas and North Viet¬ 
namese reguiari have attempted to overthrow 
authority dsewhere than in South Vietnam. 

They have had considerable success in Cam¬ 
bodia, Laos and Thailand, where open warfare con¬ 
tinues. 

A similar pattern involved Burma, BCalaysia 
and Indonesia, and the remote India frontier states. 

Before the British departure from was 
Malaya, it had been necessary to crush a deter¬ 


mined communist insurrection, and at that time it 
was suggested that if Malaya fell to the conununist 
forces so would Burma and the rest of the lush 
land that is Indochina, Indonesia, and the inlands 
of the Timor and Sulu Seas. 

In the same way it was contended that the 
North Vietnamese attack on the South Viettiamese 
was pail at another strategy with the same ul¬ 
timate objective. The popular “domino theory*’ was 
resuriect^, and South Vietnam was seen as the 
ft 1*81 and most vulnerable tile. It was on this as¬ 
sumption that the United States first stepped Into 
the Southeast Asian arena to stop the progressive 
collapse of the vulnerable states under pressui'e 
from Chinese-armed and trained forces from with¬ 
out and well indoctrinated guerrillas from within 
them. 

If the United States was right about Hanoi 
ambitions in the beginning, and Peking's use of Ho 
Chi-firfnh as a eort of stalking hoi^, it is hardly 
likely the conununist aims have changed in the 
past few years. Hegemony, then, is still the goal in 
Southeast Asia. 

In that case even capitulation to the North 
Vietnamese dentand for a Saigon coalition would in 
no way gurarantee an end to the trials of tortured 
Indochina. It would be Just one more significant 
gain for a patient and persistent ideology still bent 
on conquest by the po^'er as Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung puts it so vividly, that conies out of the barrel 
of a gun.

Galloping Inflation Nightmare 


Standards Too Stiff 


r IS INTE3RE3STING that among those who now 
think the United SItates has gone too far in its 
automobile-exhaust standards is one of the first 
men in that country to draw the attention of the 
public to the dangers of air pollution. Dr. Arie 
Haagen-Smit, who showed 22 years ago that sun¬ 
light acts on air pollutants to produce the “smog” 
of Lob Angeles, is quoted as saying in Toronto that 
the standards set for 1975-1976 by the U.S. Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency may be needed in 
places like Los Angeles but not elsewhere. This is 
in agreement with what seems to be a growing 
belief, not only in the automotive industry in the 
United States and Canada, but among motorists 
too, that the price in prospect for a refinement that 
in most places will be incon^uential is too high. 

There are various estimates of the additional 
costs facing motorists if the 1975-1976 emission 
re(]uirements are to be retained, unsoftened, and 
met. But cars will be more expensive to buy, to run 
and to maintain — that much is certain. A study 
by the chief engineer of the Automobile Associa¬ 
tion in Biitain last year (which said that applying 
the U.S. etandards In Britain would be like taking a 
sledgehammer to crack a nut) estimated the In¬ 
crease in purchase cost at 20 to 30 per cent and the 
rise in mnning cost at 15 to 20 per cent. The U.S. 
Department of Clommerce has suggested that by 
1976 new car prices may rise by $1,380 Just for pol- 


lutioi). control efiuipment and safety devices re¬ 
quired by law. 


J UST 50 yeai'b ago, on June 
24, 1922, Waiter Ratiienau.

Writing in The Christian Science Monitor, 
James Wargo even wonders if there will be a suf¬ 
ficient supply of gasoline to permit the U.S. govern¬ 
ment to enforce the 1975-1976 limitations. He 
quotes (Charles Heinen of Ohryisler as stating that 
if these standards are to be met with existing tech¬ 
nologies, the fuel consumption increase will range 
from 30 to 35 per cent in excess of the consumption 
for a 1971 mo^l car, and suggests that this in con¬ 
junction with growth of car and truck sales might 
leave not enough fuel to go around. 

The exhaust analyzer being used experi¬ 
mentally in British Columbia’s motor vehicle test¬ 
ing stations U reported to have found it not unusu¬ 
al for 1971 or 1972 cars to prcxkjce fixim one-half to 
1 per cent carbon monoxide and between 50 and 
100 parts per miliion of free hydt'oearbons. The 
1975-1976 targets in the United States — and thus 
probably in Canada — are, for a car of standard 
size, a little more than one-half of 1 per cent carbon 
monoxide and a little less than 50 parts per million 
of hydrocarbons, plus a sharp reduction in oxides 
of nitixigen which play a part in producing smog. 

For the wide-open spaces and even for cities 
with fairly good air circulation, therefore, the cost 
seems far out of line with the benefits. 


The inflationai'y erosion of 
tht German currency had 
been a gradual process that 
sUrted with the First W'orld 
War and was reflected in the 
changing value of ttie mark In 
the International exchange 
markets. In 1920 it became 
customary to publish promin¬ 
ently in the German daily 
press the quotation of the dol¬ 
lar, thus living the public an 
indication of what tiieir 
money was worth. Yet, for 
most of the time, the external 
value of the mark was consid¬ 
erably lower than its internal 
purchasing power, a matter of 
importance for the economic 
and social consequences of 
tlie inflation 


Na/i movement was a lienefi- 
ciary to the extent that gifts 
of foreign currency sent by 
sympathisers from abroad, 
because of the discrepancy be¬ 
tween the internal and exter¬ 
nal value of the mark, repre¬ 
sented small fortunes for the 
recipients and greatly helpett 
to keep the movement in 
funds. And a sturdy monar¬ 
chist tells us in his memoirs 
how he bought a wtu/le dair>c 
herd for his estate on credit 
and rei>aid the loan a little 
later out of the proceeds from 
the sale of ONE cow. 


And there were tlie landrwn- 
ers. industrialists, business¬ 
men. who got rid of their pre¬ 
war del)ts by {laying them off 
in worthless paper money and 
continued the process with 
mure borrowing debts 

which thanks to the accelera¬ 
ting d^reciation of the mark 
could be discharged at prac¬ 
tically no cost.

That was the basic reci{)e 
for inflation profiteers. There 
were, in one category, the 
holders foreign currency 
who were able to huy goods 
and services of all deschii- 
tions for a song, a sfiectade 
which for the impoverished 
native po(Hilation was a trau¬ 
matic experience a^ou^i^g 
nationalism and xem^ihouia. 


An army of speculators, 
boUi professional and ama¬ 
teur, joined in the game, deal¬ 
ing in ail kinds of so-caiied 
"stable vaUies*' from dia¬ 
monds to horse manure or 
playing the frantically ex¬ 
panding sUick market. They 
were all helped by tlie lilierai 
and, in the circumstances, in¬ 
sane credit policy of the Cen¬ 
tral Bank. .Much of these 
gams found an outlet in a wild 
spending spree and the foolish 
ostentation of these reckless 
siiendei-s contributed to the 
resentment and des|>air of

Incidentally, 
the gentleman who hxited the 
bin for the wedding feast in 
Munich’s best hotel tendered 
a cheque which, when it was 
cleared, was covered, I was 
told, with the equivalent of 
two dollars. 

I and my friends managed 
to eat, thanks to the help of e 
benefactor who would from 
time to time let us have 
foreign notes — ‘‘stable 
money." tliat is — but it was 
a nei-ve-racking job to change 
the money into marks and 
S|)end it instantly on groceries 
liefore the dollar quotation 
had changed (which happened 
at least twice daily) and ths 
value of the newly-won msrkA 
had dwindled again.

Is offering one-way charter 
flight rates to SeatUe for U.S. 
residents, at less than |150, 
and even allowing some tn 
pay later. But the offer does 
not extend to Canadian resi¬ 
dents. Thoge using this ar¬ 
rangement will occupy vacant 
seats on regular flights. 

Officials at the II.S. em¬ 
bassy and the Canadian high 
commtsston here say as many 
as 500 of the travelleri, mainr 
ly from Washington state and 
B.C. still have not arranged a 
flight home.

Pound Shows Resiliency 


IjONDON (AP) — The 
threat of a /lew fvorkl mone¬ 
tary crisis eased Tuesday 
when the dollar steadied after 
a eitanp drop last week khd 
the Britkih pound limited Ms 
downward float. 

Currency dealers said mar¬ 
kets were reacting favorably 
to the decision by European 
finance minislers at an emer¬ 
gency meeting in Luxem¬ 
bourg Monday to defend most 
existing exchange ratee. 

Kntain's surpriaa decision 
FYiday to float the pound out¬ 
side fixed rates had raised the 
si«ctre of wider adjustmenta 
affecting Eurofiean curren¬ 
cies. the dollar and the Japa¬ 
nese yen. 

Tile British announcament 
itHiched off a run againat the 
dollar and forced many Euro- 
i>een money markets to close 
in confusion. 

The initial test of whether 


the Luxembourg meeting has 
raatored some ouiiCidMtok: 
came when the London 
foreign exchange market 
opened fur the flivt ibns akioe 
the flost. 

The pound quiddy dropped 
from its old parity of |3.G0 to 
a low for the day otf |2.47. But 
it partly recorversd later and 
closed at 12.50; in effect, a 
devaluation at about 3 per 
cent. 

Market aourcaa said the 
pound had floated freely, 
without any support buying 
from the Bank of England. 
There was no sign of any rush 
on the pound. 

Although the London mar¬ 
ket was active, dealers said 


traders appeared to be 
to^kMinee await¬ 
ing developments. 

There was some ocmoam 
tiiat the pound could face 
tougher pressure today when 
major European foreign ex- 
chahge markets reopen for 
the first time since Friday.

thoroughly extinguished they could start a fim. 

When outdnoramen negotiated with the government and 
with timber companiea lor public accecc into the woods, the 
tag in ttie way was always tiie danger of fens.

, It ti no longor neoea tsr y to obtoin e ompArs perptit 
from the forest service for cooking, preparing food, or obtain¬ 
ing warmth, but there are some common sense ruiee that 
should be followed. 

• nres must not be set out, started, or kindled in any 
area where the forest service, owner or tenant, has posted 
notices prohibiting fires. 

• Fires must hot be located within 10 foet of any log, 
stump snag, or standing tress. 

• First must not be located within 50 feet of slash or 
inflammable debris, or structures. 

• A suitable shovel or pail, or equivalent container of a 
capacity not less Uian two gallona filled with water, must be 
available at all times at tht fire. 

• All htflamnnahie matenal must he renujfved down to 
mtoeral foil fur a simoe oi at least Chies feet in every direc¬ 
tion from the edge of the fire 

• Material to tie tiumed dioidd be in hand-fauUt {siei no 
larger than four feet in diameter and three feet high. 

• AU fires must be attended at all times and be com¬ 
pletely extinguished before leaving tiia fire. 

• Open fires are prohibited when strong winds srs blow¬ 
ing 

• Gaitiage must lie esttier disposad of in Itie nearest 
approved garbage container, or otherwise burned, or buried 
to a depth of at least 12 inches. 

The forest service may dadare a iwui on ad campfires or 
a complete forest closure during extrema high hazard condi¬ 
tions. 

Best thing is for recreationists to use plain ordinary com¬ 
mon sense, leaning heavily to the ultra-conservative use of 
fires. i 

If there is any kind of s hazard, including wind, do 
without your campfire. Use your gas stove. 

That way ever-increasing sharing of the forestlands will 
he ensured. 


During our travels in recent months we haven’t seen a 
complete absence of litter by any means, but we have noticed 
a great improvement in the situation. 

At Lower Campbell Lake we saw one camper who travels 
witl) two pdastic garbage oans . . . one tor aoiled baiiy dotiies 
and the other lined with a plastic garbage bag and used tor 
litter. When he fiUs a bag, he scala it and throws it under the 
camper. When he leaves he takes his garbage with him and 
disposes it in the closest litter coUection box 

But, there are stiH some litter offenders atout and Dep¬ 
uty Recreation Minister Lloyd Brooks warns “die public can 
expect atrifiter enfaroement," this summer. 

He noted that Uttering is definitely not aooiaUy accept- 
able in today ’s environmentaUy conscious world.

By the sami token, begonias will not 
tolerate soggy, waterlogged soil, and it 
is (|iilte a common thing for overwa¬ 
tered plants to drop their unopened 
flower buds and to develop unsightly 
hrown patches in the leaves, alt from 
lack of air in the sodden aoil 

The feeding of begonias is also some¬ 
what critical, but here the planr^ nnost 
co-operative, for it puta up unmistaka¬ 
ble signals to indicate when it Is getting 
too much or too little food. Undersued 
leaves and a pale green color are sura 
signs of malnutrition, while a blue nr 
purplish tinge in the leaf indicates a 
touch of indigestkjn thnaigh overfeed¬ 
ing 

Liquid fish, liquid seaweed and liq¬ 
uid Blue Whale are ail excellent femilu- 
el's for begonias, for these plants seem 
to have a special fondness for seafood 
in their diet.

SIMIJ^, India tUPI) In¬ 
dian Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi arrived hy helicopter 
in a drizzling rain Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon for an historic meet¬ 
ing with Pakistani President 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto at this Hi¬ 
malayan Hill station.

Mrs. Gandhi was greeted 
warmly by crowds lining the' 
mall of this 7,2.35-foot-hlgh 
summer resort 240 miles 
north of the capital City of 
New Delhi. 

A limousine took her Imme¬ 
diately to The Retreat ’ 
the mansion where she will 
stay during the talks and 
uliich was tmilt in 1847 hy the 
British. 

Bhutto said Tuesday his 
quest for {leaoe in tJie Indian 
subcontinent did not mean Pa¬ 
kistan slKMjld "reduce the 
strength of our armed forces. 

"But we shall have to re¬ 
orient our outlook to build a 
new, strong and vibrant Pa¬ 
kistan," he said. "Our armed 
forces, under new leadership, 
are recepturing the motiva¬ 
tion which made them the 
finest in Asia." 

Bhutto addressed his netlrm 
over Radio Pakistan on the 
eve of his departure to Indian 
Hill station for the talks with 
Mrs. Ghandi. The talks are 
scheduled to liegln today.

He, and other headmasters 
and headmistresses do agree, 
however, that the hoarding 
school, with its seclusuvt from 
the outside world, does make 
"discipline" easier. 

Most of them are reluctant 
1 1 definite discipline in other 
than broad terms, but cor- 
iMtral punishmeot is used in 
most of the boys' schools.

"Biscipline problems are at 
a minimum here," says Ma-

tractions so that a boy can 
concentrate on his studies, 
and at the same time free 
time is taken up with hobbies 
and sports so that there isn't 
idle time to be filled with 
trouble." 

"We want to get rkl of this 
misconception that our 
schools are |) 0 |iuiated by de¬ 
linquent children," says Ma- 
cLachlan. 

‘"nw parents of oih* stu¬ 
dents have very adequate con¬ 
trol over their children but 
they care about other things 
as Well. 

"Our teachers care about 
the students, too. lYiey regard 
working here as a v<ocatai>n 
rather than a Job. ITiey came 
here to teach an average of 11 
stuiients to a class, and they 
have an enviixNiment which is 
sympathetic to their jobs."^ 

At St. Margaret’s school in 
Saanich, headmistress Mrs. 
ixinia i'rench says indet>en- 
dent schools are a little "old 
fashioned" about discipline. 

"I believe that all chil¬ 
dren require discipline and 
control inqjosed up«i them by 
adults until gradually in the 
ctxirse of time they. learn to 
discipline themselves. 

"I do not l)elieve tltat a 
child in her teens has reacheii 
sufficient maturity to take 
over self-discipline entirely 
and moreover I do not think it 
is fair to expect her to do so."
